THE SENDING OF SACKVILLE ACROSS 
THE SEAS, 


PAPERS IN. THE CELEBRATED CASE. 


The Letters Which Passed Between Minister 
Phelps. Secretary Paynrd: and Lord 
Sackvilie—VDifference of Opinion. 


W ASHINGTON, February 20.—The president 
today sent to congress all correspondence 
which has taken place between this govern- 
ment ard the government of Great Britain in 
regard to the dismissal of Lord West as  min- 
ister of Great Britain to the United States. It 
is voluminous, a single letter from Bayard to 
Phelps, in which he replies to argument of 
Salisbury against the action of this govern- 
ment, it embraces about 4,000 words. The 
president’s letter of transmittal is a purely 
forinal communication. correspondence 
opens with a copy of the now famous Murchi- 
son letter and Sackville’s reply thereto. 

On October 25th Mr. Bayard ina telegram 
directs Mr. Phelps toinvite Lord Salisbury’s 
attention to the Murchison letters and to ex- 
press the confident reliance of this govern- 
ment upon the action of hor majesty’s govern- 
mentin the matter. On the following day 
Mr. Bayard telegraphs to Mr. Phelps that 
Minister West’s usefulness in this country 
at an end; thata strong pubhe sentiment has 
been aroused and that Lord Salisbury should 
be permitted, as speedily as possible, to under- 
stand the necessity of imme diate acti ion. 

Under date of Octoter 8, Minister Phelps 
telegraphed to Secretary Bayard that Lord 
Salisbury declines to act until in receipt of the 
precise language of Sackv ile West and his ex- 
planation. Lord Salisbury does not regard the 
minister’s letter alone as sufficient to warrant 
his recall, thus ending his diplomatic career, 
which would not necessarily be the case if he 
were. dismissed by the government of the 
United Stated, for which course there are pre- 
cedents. Minister Phelps states that there 
will belong delays with no decisive result if 
dependence is placed on the movements of the 
British government, and advises that action be 
taken upon the intimation of Lord Salisbury. 

Then follows the report of Secretary Bayard 
to the president on tie conduct of Sackville, 
published heretofore, and _ the letter of dis- 
missal of Sackville, which is as foliows: 

‘*‘My Lord: The president of the Uiited States 
has instructed me to inform you that ior good and 
s@ilicient causes, which are know n to yourself, and 
have been duly broughtto the knowledge of your 
roverument he has, with ret, become con 
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f reat rey: 
viheed that it would be incompatible with the best 
interests and detriment to the good relations of both 
governmeciits ‘that you shou:d any longer hold your 
— nt offic ul pe ition in the United States, and 
rat according: - the government of her Britanic 
Majesty will without delay, be in- 
formed of this determination in order 
that another channel may be established 
for the transmission of such communicatfous as 
may -be found desirable by the two governments in 
tue transaction of their business. Whenever it is 
your pleasure to depart from the United States, I 
am instructed to furnish vou with the usual! facili- 
ties, and with that view I now beg leave to inclose 
&@ passport in the customary form. 

I avail myself of this occasion to re Lew the assur- 
ance of my respectful consideration.’ 

On the same day Lord SackWille replies to 
Secretary Bayard simply acknowledging the 
Seceipt of the foregoing communication and 
inclosure, (dated Octobe! r 30.) 

Under date of October jist, Secretary Bayard 
communicated to Minister Phelps, giving a 
statement of the Murchison correspondence, 
gud says: 

Such an answer to such a letter 
characterized as a gross breach of diplomatic privi 
lege and decorton, and an unjustif@ble abuse of 
his lordship’s position here as the accredited envoy 
of a ‘rien tly power. He dangerously invaded the 
eXciUsive sovereig: ity of this c ouniry over ils Own 
soil, its own citizens and its affairs of the deepest 
moment. 

Mr, Phelps, under date of November 2, com- 
municates to Secretary Bayard, giving an ac- 
count of his various interviews with Lord Salis- 
bury and inclosing articles upon the subject of 
the Murchison letter in leading London news- 
papers. 

In inclosures of November 1 and 2 
tively, Lord Ralishars asks for more definite 
inform: ition 1n regard to what Minister West 
has done than was given at his interview with 
Minister Phelps, aud says he cannot take ac- 
tion until he receives fuller particulars, and 
Minister Phelps’s answers that his recollection 
of what Lord Salisbury s: id at interview in 
regard to Minister Wests’s conduct differs 
ws deste from the suggestions contained in 
his letters. These inclosures have already 
been made public. 

On December 5th last, Mr. Pheips forwards 
to Secretary Bayard a copy of a note to ‘Lord 
Salisbury in which he transmits copies of the 
Murchison correspondence and newspaper in- 
terviews 
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A VERY GRAVE AFFRONT. 

Mr. Phelps says to Lord Salisbury that both 
the correspondence and Tribune interview ap- 
peared to the government of the United States 
to constitute a very grave and unprovoked af- 
front by Sackville tothe president and senate. 
An interference in political discussions of the 
United States that under other circumstances 
might, however erroneous, have been of less 
consequence, became at the time it took place 
and under exist ing circumstances of a very 
serious and mischevyious consequence, and it 
appeared to the governinent of the United 
States should have been avoided with even 
unusual care and circumspection. 

In asking the recall of the minister, savs 
Mr. Phelps, upon representation of the general 
purport of the letter, the United States gov- 
ernment assumed that such a request would 
be sufficient for that purpose, whatever consid- 
eration reasons for it might afterwards de- 
mand or receive.

LORD SALISBURY’S REPLY. 

Lord Salisbury replied to Mr. Phelps Dec- 
ember 24, that he had veferred Mr, Phelps’s 
letter to Sackville; that her majesty’s govern- 
ment were unable to assent to the view of 
international usage laid down by Mr. Phelps, 
and that the principles that govern inter- 
national relations on this subject appear to 
have been accurately stated by Lord Palmer- 
ston on the occasion of Sir Henry Bulwer's 
sudden dismissal from the court of Madrid in 
1848.

The character of Lord Sackville’s act is not altered 
by tue fact that another purpose than the one 
avowed may have been, and probably was, con- 
tained in the application.

Had the objectionable condtuct of L 
ended with his repiy tothe Merchison letter, the 
situation would have been svfficiently serious, but 
in various stateements made by him to reprisenta- 
tives: f the public press, impugnments of the action 
of this government were emphusized. 

CITING BULWER’S DISMISSAL. 

The secretary then proceeds to the consider- 
ation of that part of Lord Salisbury’s note, 
Jaying down the rule,» which in his opinion 
governs the dismissal of diplomatic agents,and 
which, Lord Salisbury holds, appear to have 
been accurately laid down by I.ord Palmerston 
on the oceasion of Sir Henry Bulwer’s sudden 
@ismissal from the court of Madrid in 1845, the 
circumstances of which Mr. Bavard sets forth 
at considerable length. Thesecretary contends 
that the case of Sackville is wholly dissimilar 
to that of Bulwer, and says:

But through- 
out the entire transaction Bulwer received the en- 
tire approval of bis lordship. 

The otfense of Sackviile consisied in personal 
misconduct, wholly inconsistent with his official 
duties and relations, hi which no suggestion of ap- 
proval by his Rov ‘Timent has yet been intimated.

There is not a com- 
munity or a local government within the con- 
fines of the United States that will submit to 
such “domination; nor is there ahy physical 
forces extant th: itean compel it. No political 
party advocati ny, or re“uson: bly SUSPpEeCc ted of 
auc h 4 pu Iirpose, will be supported ll. national 
contro! by the votes of the people.

Gra. 610: 55 Ga. ioe il Ga. 31D: 5 Ga. ot) and 
while possession under deed without 
more has been held suflicient to 
make out a prima facie case, rendering it 
necessary to show that the defendant’s posses- 
sion was not that of a trespasser (53 Ga., OSS), 
yetithas not been held that ane who merely 
has a deed and is not in possession can recover 
for trespasses on the landor cast the burden of 
proof upon his adyersary. 32 Ga., 656, 524, dis- 
tinguished.

He Has Now Passed Over One Hundred 
Hfours Without LEating~The Exchange 
Bank Gets Money. 

ie on, Ga., February 20.—[Special.]—John 

Adams is still starving himself, and an inti- 
woh friend of the prisoner said today that un- 
less Adams soon ate something ie would cer- 
tainly go crazy. The mental pressure and the 
reworse he is suffering is enough either to kill 
or craze him, withoat, the starvation plan 
that he has adopted, and under which his 
neryons system will soon goto pieces. Nota 
particle of food has touched his lips since his 
imprisonment—Friday nightlast. This morn- 
ing he took a few mouthfuls of coffee, and 
seemed to swallow that with great aversion. 

His case is a most remarkable one, both in 
the character and extent of his crime, and his 
strange conduct since confinément. 

Colonel W. A. Lofton has been requested 
by friends of Adams to act as his attorney and 
he may do so. Thismorning Colouel Lofton, 
in behalf of Mw Adams, presented the follow- 
ing petition to Judge Gustin, of the superior 
court; 

Georgia, Briss County.—To the Hon, G. WwW. 
Gustin, Judge Superior Court: Since my coniine- 
ment on last Friday, in the Bibb county jail, I have 
been suffering greatly, both physically and mental- 
iy, and am in no condition to attend to business or 
even to see anyone, bat my most intimate 
friends and relatives. Notwithstanding this, 
partics are admitted by the jailer to the 
jail and to my eell door against my wishes for the 
purpose of communicating with me in reation to 
the business of the late firm of A. B. Adams & Son, 
The jailer does this with no desire or intention 
of worrying me, but under the impressicn that he 
cannot refuse admittance to persons who ask it for 
the purpose stated above, I therefore respectfully

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SAVANNAH'S QUARANTINE STATION; 


Station ‘Séaenbed on Cockspuar Iss 
land. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 20.—[Snecial.j— 
The committees appointed by the Cotton Ex- 
change and the board of of trade came before 
the council this evening, in refer- 
ence to the matter to im- 
provements at the quarantine station. The 
majority were in favor of establishing a new 
station at tle south side of Cockspur island,on 
land owned by the state. The munority favy- 
ored the improvement of the present station, 
After considerable ciscussion the report of the 
committee of council to which the matter was 
referred was adopted — for the 
extension of the three ‘arves at 
the ‘present station, the placing of 
two portable hoisting engines and the laying 
of iron tracks. When these provisions are car- 
ried out, a vessel with 200 ton ballast will only 
require forty-eight hours to discharge,a saving 
of several days. This is only considered a 
temporary relief, and Cockspur Island will 
doubtless be made the site of a new station, 
The present locality is undesirable, as it forces 
vessels to anchor in the main channel, with 
the consequent danzer of collision, and is apt 
to cause shoaling. The work of discharging 
ballast will be underacity employe.

He is one of the best officers on 
the force, and in order that he may lose no 
time, I move that he be elected supernumerary 
in plac eof Mr. Bridges, and after the tirst of 
March assigned to regular patrol duty.’ 

Fhe motion was carried unanimously. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

For a long time a regular policeman, paid by 
the police department, has officiated as clerk 
in recorder’s court. 

When a prisoner is fined in police goat the 
“‘costs’’—seventy-five cents in each case—goes 
to the city clerk because he is supposed to 
officiate in person as clerk of this court. 

Long ago, however, the business of the clerk 
became such that it was imposible for him to 
act as clerk of this court, andthe recorder was 
assisted by any patrolman that happened to 
be inthe room. ‘Then a patrolman was de- 
tailed to attend to these duties regularly, and 
for the remainder of his watch, when court 
was notin session, to go back tohis regular 
duty. ' 

As a matter of fact this clerk should be paid 
by the city clerk, because he is the city clerk’s 
deputy. As it has been the city clerk 
draws fees amounting to nearly $200 a month 
from the police court alone 

‘‘After the first of March,’’ said the mayor, 
‘the clerical duties of the third stationhouse 
keeper will be performed by a deputy clerk 
appointed and paid by the city clerk. I would 
like it distinctly understood that this is no 
reflection whatever onthe present city clerk. 
He has simply followed acustom established 
before he came into office.”

THE RAILROADS. 


The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery. 
Americus, Ga., February 20. —[Special. ]—A. 
R. Coulter, bridge contractor for the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railroad, arrivedin the 
city today from north Georgia,and will atonce begin 
building the bridge across the Ocmulgee river at 
Abbeville. The management of the road have 
completed every arrangement for the extention of 
the same from Abbeville, the present terminus, toa 
po.:nt on the East ‘Tennessee, Virginia and Georg ria 
railroad, a distance ef twenty- five miles, and the 
work will be rapidly pushed to completion, 

The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery bas 
already 110 miles of roadway completed and in full 
operation, extending from the Chattahoochee river 
on the west to the Ocmuigee on the east, 
where connection is made with the 
road’s line of steamers, which makes direct 
communication with Brunswick and Savannah, 
and by an independent line built and coutrolled by 
our own people. The road is doing already an 
enormous business, notwithstanding the fierce com- 
pet oe upon the part of the Central, and this will 
be largely extended with the proposed Increased 
facilities. 

The steel raiis for the proposed extension have al- 
ready been received at Brunswick, aud the work of 
putting them dowa will shortiy be gin, Surveyors 
are now loc nine | the line of the proyosed extention 
to Monigomeiy, Ala,, and It is confidently believed 
that work on voth ends of the road will be comple- 
ted by the last of the year. 

The work of repairing the burned Hu ison build- 
ing, corner of Lamar and Lee streets, has already 
begun and is being pushed forward as fast as possi- 
ble. Only the top of the building burned, and this 
can be replaced in a few weeks. Such is the de- 
mand for store room in Amicricus that every store in 
the building was rented the day it became known 
that the owners of the property would rebuild, and 
a dozen others could have been leased easily. 

Active preparations are being made for the erec- 
tion of Lhe shops and roundhouse of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railroad, and the build- 
ings will doubtless be completed during the early 
summer. A score of bands are busily engaged 
grading the proposed site and throwipg up embank- 
ments for connection with the mainline. Tue 
shops will be located in the southern limits of the 
city, nearthe guano works and A. P. & L. cotton 
compress.

LOUIS JAMES--MARIE WAINWRIGHT 

A Sensational! Story Comes From Louisville About 
These Two Eminent Stage People—They Will 
Not Talk Upon the Subjec#Financial, Not 
Personal, Reasons, 


Louis James and Marie Wainwright. 

Are they disunited, both in 
business life? 

It is the talk of theatrical circles. 

Last night they played in Atlanta, “and no 
doubt there were many in the audience who 


| speculated as to the cause of the dissolution of 


the business ties that bound these two to- 


gether. 

And it is alleged that not only business, but 
domestic ties have been severed. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal prints more 
than a column concerning the matter, in the 
course of which what is said to be a sketch of 
the career of Marie Wainwright is given at 
length. 

The Courier-Journal says, in a New York 
dispatch which treats of the separation: 

The personal popularity of the pair has served to 
intensify interest in theirdeparture from each other 
and wild stories on the subject are in circulation. 
The certainty to be printed is that Mr. James dis- 
covered the loss of his wife’s affection; that the 
circumstances admit of no doubt on that point, and 
that without much ado they agreed upon a mutual

Louis James isa Raltimorean, and he was educat 
But he took to 
acting instead of physic, and for several seasons 
was in the stock company atthe Fifthavenue theat- 
at the time when Augustin Daly was battling 
fortune in that house. Thence James went 
to the Boston theater, and there made the acquaiut- 
ance of Marie Wainwright, who soon afterward 
became a member of the same company, and to 
gether they played the lovers in many a drama. 
This was twelve years ago. Pretty soon Mr. Slaugh~ 
ter became convinced that the mimicry of passion 
bad become reality to them. and he set detectives 
on the watch. A divorce soon set them free, and 
she was almost immediately married to James. 
Slaughter had not priorto this connected himseif 
at all with theatrical business, but a Ifttle later he 
became an actor, went to Australia, and died there. 

Mr. James now voluntarily loses the wife whom 
he won in the manner described, ‘They had 
planned to continue starring rtogether nexf season, 
as they had done fairly weli upto this time artis- 
tically and financialiy. It is true that each had 
sacrificed something to the other’s welfare on the 
Stage. She had consented to play Desdemonia, a 
part in which she was not successful, because his 
Othello was one of his strong features; and he had 
made himseif absurd as Malvolio because her Viola 
was an admirable -performance, Btthey gave out 
no indication of dissolving their professional as:o- 
ciation until an explosion shattered their domestic 
relations. Neither will say a word against the 
other. They have seeming! ly agreed upon silence 
regarding their trouble. Mrs. James will sail for 
Enrope next month toremain away all summer, 
They are now living apart. 

SKETCH OF MISS WAINWRIGHT'S LIFE. 

In “Marie Wainwright’s Life, a Kaleido- 
scope, ” appended to the above story, the 
Courier-Journal gives the story of her life, 
claiming it as written by a near relative of the 
actress. 

Asa preface the paper prints this: Miss 
Wainwright has, within the last few years, 
won her way into the hearts of the people of 
Louisville, who are wont not only to speak in 
the warmest praise of her ability on the boards, 
but also to regard her as one of the sweetest 
women onthe stage, and as atype of purity 
and wifely honor of which the stage might 
will be proud. Itis no doubt something of a 
shock to her admirers to learn from the pre- 
ceding dispatch that she is not all that looks 
from her innocent eyes and is to be read in her 
sweet, girlish face. 

Then follows the story from which the fol- 
lowing facts are condensed: 

Marie Wainwright was born six months be- 
fore the death of her mother, which occurred 
on Christmas eve, 1854. She went to live with 
her grandmother in Virginia, where she lived 
till seven years old, when her grandmother 
died, and she went to live with her aunt, Mrs. 
Pleasants, in Philadelphia. 

Her father, Commodore Wainwright, U.S. 
N., ason of Bishop Wainwright, of the Epis- 
copal church, was killed on the Harriet Lane, 
at Galveston, in 1561. 

At an early age Marie,who had every advan- 
tage of education, was engaged to a lover. She 
went with heraunt to London, where she 
met Mr. Henry H. Slaughter. They fell in 
love. The aunt went to Paris, Mr. Slaughter 
followed and after several little episodes, she 
went out with him and they were quietly 
married one morning in 1570. 

Mrs. Pleasants insisted on a marriage cere- 
mony by another clergymen, and they were 
again married by an Englisti minister. 

They sailed for New York, and were met on 
their arrival by Marie’s guardian, Mr. Edward 
Peace, who insisted on another marriage ser- 
vice; and for the third time they were wedded, 

Marie lost her first born, a little girl, and 
soon after the birth of her third child, she, 
having lost her fortune in speculation, followed 
the bent of her inclination and accepted the posi- 
tion of leading lady with George Rignold. She 
appeared as ‘‘Juliet,’’ Mr. Slaughter taking a 
minor padt, 

Mr. Slaughter became jealous, proceedings 
for divorce were instituted, there was much 
trouble, but finally the ties were dissolved and 
she was wedded to Mr. Louis James almost 
immediately. 

The sketch goes on to tell how happy they 
are intheir marital relations, and how Mr. 
James dotes on ‘‘the loveliest babies in the 
world,’”’ Marie’s two little girls; and describes 
how they spend their pleasant summer vaca- 
tions at her lovely home at Nahant, Mass, 

This was written, as is stated, before the 
story of the separation leaked out 

Together in Atlanta. 

Upon the Kimball house register appear the 
names, ‘‘Louis James, wife and maid.’”” They 
were assigned rooms 108,110 and 112, rooms 
adjoining. They are part of the bridal suite. 

Several attempts were made by representa-

Mr. James and 
his wife, but all such efforts were fruitless, 
Mrs. James refused to see the reporter, and

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IN TURKISH JAILS. 


WELL-KNOWN ATLANTIANS 
MAY GO THERE, 


A NEW AND PECULIAR ORDER. 


SOME 


Atlanta’s Visitors to Turkey and the Holy Land 
May Have Serious trouble With the Officers 
There, Owing to Some Recent Changes of the 
Laws. 

The incorrigible Turk will probably get 
some Atlantans if they don’t watch out. 

A new rule has been established in regard 
to travelers passing through the Turkisb 
dominions, 

The following from the New York Sun of 
February 17 will explain the matter: 

Ballazzi Effendi, consul general of Turkey} 
called at Cook’s Tourist agencypon Broadway, 
day before yesterday and informed Manager 
George Eade that American travelers in Sur- 
key must have passports vised by Turkish 
consuls here in order to avoid arrest when they 
arrive. The order was received at Washington 
from the Turkish government by cable, and 
followed by letter. It applies to every other 
country, tdo. 

The Turk has always been abnormally cares 
ful regarding persons entering his territory. 
The prescnt unusual order follows upon the 
recent opening of the new oriental al)-rail 
route from Vienna through Hungary to Con- 
stantinople. Before this route was opened a 
few months ago access tu Turkey 
was only had by steamer from 
Varna, and travelers were easily 
handled and examined atthe wharf. Now 
travelers can stop off at fifty stations before 
they reach the capital, and the imperial de- 
cree is the result. An American traveler get- 
ting off anywhere in Turkey without a pass- 
port vised by the Turkish authorities in this 
country fares badly. Leis placed under arrest 
and confined in a Turkish prison un- 
til he can find some well known person 
to vouch for him. As a rule he will 
have to send home for certiticates 
and wait under durance till they arrive. 

Mr. Eade tells of a man who was arrested in 
Damascus about a year ago for not havinga 
passport. It was the Rev. William G. Clarke, 
of Chicago, He was jailed until his passport 
arrived from Constantinople, where he had 
left it, and then, as it was not vised by the 
Turkish minister in America, he was detained 
until he had substantially feed all the ofticialg 
who demanded money.

They 
were duly notified that they would have ta 
have their passports vised by the Turkish con- 
sul general. But they probably did not con- 
sider it worth while, for they sailed withous 
going through the ceremony.

MAYOR GLENN DISSENTS, 


He Address«s a Commun’ ¢xtion to the Mem 
bers of the General Council 

At the last meeting of the city council of 
Atlanta, a diversity of opinicn was expressed 
as to the right of an alderman to vote upon a 
question involving the expenditure of money. 

Mayor Glenn held that an alderman had not 
this right, while several members of the alder- 
manic board differed with him. 

This issue was for the moment settled by the 
passage of a resolution offered by Councilman 
Moran, giving an alderman the right to vote 
on all stages of a qnestion until a direct vote 
was reached. 

Yesterday Mayor Glenn addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to the members of the city 
council of Atlanta: : 

ATLANTA, Ga., February 20th, 1889—To the Mem- 
bers of the General Council— However much I may 
dislike to Gisagree with you I must dissent from the 
construction of the charter contained in the reso- 
Intion passed by your body at its last se~sion which 
Ge: lares, 

‘*Tiat in the opinion of the general council the 
aldermen have the right to vote on ali stages of any 
qnestion until it reaches a direct vote on the appro- 
priation of mouey or the expenditure thereof,’ and 
I will gbriefiy give my reasons. Section 10 of the 


_ charter creates three distinct and separate legisia- 


tive bodies for the city which are styled, Ist, The 
mayorand board of aldermen, consisting of the 
maycr and aldermen ; 2d, The mayorand council, 
Consisting of the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the council ; and 6d, The 
mayorand general council, which consists of 
the mayor and the board of aldermen and the board 
of councilinen sitiing together. The ordinary legis- 
lation of the city is done by the inayorand general 
council, but section 12 of the charter requires; ad 

“in all votes, resolutions or ordinances having for 
their object the increase of the indebtedness of the 
cliy or the expenditures of its revenues the council- 
men representing the different wards and the 
aldermen representiug the city at large shall act as 
separate and distinct legislative bodies, and no 
vole resolution or ordinance having for its object 
the increase of the indebtedness ofthe city 
or the expenditures of its moneys shail be 
voted until the same shall have received a 
majority of the votes of each of these _ legis- 
lative bodies separately cast. The aldermen shall 
bave no vote upon such questions when originated, 
presented and yoted on by the councilmen as afore- 
said, but shall meet as a separate body and vote on 
the same.”’ 

Itaving divided these bodies into separate and 
disiinet lezisiative bodics and having declared that 
in ti8 particular class of legislation they should act 
as separaie and distinct legislative bodics, the char- 
ter certainly prohibits the aldermen from taking 
any paurtin the proceedings when the mayor and 
council are considering the expenditure of money. 
The charter does not simply say that they shall vote 
as separate and distinct bodies, Lut the expression 
is thai they shail act as separate and distinct bodies, 
aud this eertainiy includes all the proceedings 
of the body in this class of legislation. The charter 
separates the two bodies as completely as the sen- 
fie and house of representatives of the state are 
separated, and no one ever imagines that a senator 
could enter the house and vote or take part in the 
proceedings of the house. The councilmen have 
just as much right to take part in the proceedings 
of the board of aldermen asthe alcermen bave to 
participate in the proceedings of the mayor and 
council, when appropriating money, and 1 believe 
that righthas never yet been claimed by any coun- 
Ciiman, 

The meaning of the charter evidently is that in 
Originating legislation looking to the expenditure 
of money the mayor and council shall act sepa- 
rateiy . and indcpendently cof the _ board 
of aldermen aud that afterwards the 
board of aldermen shall meet and approve or 
disapprove of what the mayor and council have 
done, acting sepatately and independently of the 
councilmen, and as a check upon them, If the 
aldermen were allowed to participate in the pro- 
ceedinzs of the mayor and council Ly making mo 
tions and yoling on them, to refer to committees, 
to postpone, to layon the table, to amend, and 
other dilatory motions known to sharp parliament- 
arians, they could ireguently thwart ana defeat the 
eouuc:l in originating such legisiation asthe char- 
ter pag exclusively in their province 

This is undoubtedly the meaning of the charter, 
and pr. sents the singular anomaly of three sepurate 
legisintive bodies acting at times together and at 
times s@parately. I learn tiiat some contusion has 
grown out of it in the past and probably will in the 
future, unless it is changed, and I suggest that you 
take inte consideration the advisability of having 
the charter amended in such @ manier as to provide 
thatthe common council and the board of ald-«rmen 
meet as separate bodies and to require that all leg- 
islation shall pass both bodies and be approved by 
the mayor beiore taking effect. As the mayor hasa 
veto upon the action of the couneil it does not look 
r.«<ht for him to preside over the body whose action 
he can veto. I would suggest that you consider the 
policy ot providing by an amendment tothe cbar- 
ter for tue election by the council and boarc of al. 
der.nen of presidents to preside over these bodies. 
These amendments to thea, charter would not ins 
crease the cost to the city and would, in my opinion, 
iniprove the efficiency of the city government. The 
legislation ofthe city would then have to pass 
two _ legislative bodies and e ap- 
proved by the mayor before becoming 
ae, thus | securtng more delihera- 
tion and preventing hasty and thouchtless action, 
[ think that the responsibility should be puton the 
mayor of cither approving or vetoing every resolu- 
tion and ordinance—and not eilow him the privil 
ege of ion-action, which he now has, by simply 
taking no action on the resolutions and ordinances 
passed by the council.

A Well Known Gentleman Tells of Affairs in 
New York State. 

Mr. Frank D. Hatfield, of New York, so 
well and favorably known throughout the 
south from his long connection with Colgate & 
Co,, Was at the Kimball yesterday. 

“Everything is quiet in the democratic 
camp,’ said he, ‘‘and the opinion is universal 
that David B. Hiil will be the party’s next 
nominee for president, and will be triumphant- 
ly elected. Indeed, the regret that he was not 
nominated last year is universal, too. There 
is & personal magnetism about Governor Hill 
which makes him the idol of the masses, and 
in this respect he is in great contrast to Mr. 
Cleveland. Everybody in Albany, republi- 
cans as well as democrats, call him ‘*Dave’’ 
Hill, just as we used to speak of ‘‘Abe”’ Lin- 
coln, not disrespectfullv, but as indicating the 
aifectionate esteem in which he was held. 

‘*Tne talk about Cleveland being sacrificed 
to Hill in New York last fal! is nonsense. The 
former’s tariff views were the all suflicient 
cause of his losing the state, which, on any 
industrial issue, is dominated by its manufac- 
turing interests and committed to the -protec- 
tion theory. Ona merely Jocal question, the 
popularity of Governor Hill easily won 
him the excess of votes he received 
over what were cast for Cleveland. 
Much of the credit, however, for 
Hill’s splendid run was due to Chairman Ed- 
ward Murphy, Jr., of the democratic state com- 
mittee, who is, in my judgment, the ablest po- 
litical manager in the country today, and who, 
although without as yet a national reputation, 
israpidly forging tothe front as prospective 
general marshal of the democratic hosts in 
1892.”’ 

‘‘How about your local fights ?’’ 

“Factional differences in New York city 
have been almost entirely obliterated by the 
election of Hugh Grant to the mayoralty, who 
seeims a more acceptable man to the party gen- 
erally than has held that office for many years 
back. On the other hand the republicans are 
splitting up into innumerable cliques for or 
against this or that leader or policy. The 
Piatt and Miller factions are fighting like cats 
and dogs for the offices, and the Blaine and 
anti-Blaine men are atswords’ points. New 
York never did take kindly to Blaine. Wall 
street especially distrusts and dislikes him. 
He will have the country in a domestic tur- 
moil, or foreign entanglement continually by 
his jingoismr; that is the general belief of 
Gotham’s best business men. Tie empire state 
is democratic by at least twenty thousand ma- 
jority on any but a tariff issue, and David 
Bennett Hill is by long odds its ‘favorite son’ 
today. Iam for Hilland Grady in ’8, and if 
you southern people will co in for that ticket 
it’s asure winner, and will unite the country 
at last beyond any possibility of sectional dissen- 
tion thereafter.”’
